The history of the Alumni Association of both Presbyterian Hos- 
pital School of Nursing and St. Luke’s Hospital School of Nursing 
go back a long time. When the two hospitals merged, much plan- 
ning took place so that the Alumni Association of both schools of 
nursing would merge and provide a viable, living organization which 
would include the graduates of Presbyterian St. Luke’s Hospital 
School of Nursing. Books are available in the Alumni office which 
provide details of both Presbyterian & St. Luke’s Schools of Nursing. 


I think you should be interested in knowing that we are the 
largest Alumni Association of a school of nursing in the country.

Miss Edith Denny Payne, first Director of the Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Hos- 
pital School of Nursing, died January 26, 1976 in Sarasota, Florida. Miss 
Payne was born on December 1, 1903 in Philadelphia.

Miss Henrietta Froehlke, M.A.R.N., former Director of the School of Nurs- 
ing and Superintendent of Nurses, Presbyterian Hospital died March 30, 1976.

St. Luke’s Hospital of Chicago was incorporated January 23, 1865. Its 

purpose was to serve the sick and needy poor of Chicago. The first “pleas- 
nt” hospital home held seven beds. Then and for the following 20 years, 

4 untrained nurses (2 women - 2 men) took care of the patients. 

In 1865 the hospital was relocated at 669 State Street where they had 
a 15 bed capacity. 

A new hospital with 25 beds opened on May 15, 1871, at Indiana Ave. 
and 14th Street. October 1871, the great Chicago fire with its tragedies of 
destruction occurred. The Relief and Aid Society needed more hospital space, 
so a new building was planned and built, which was opened January 1885. 
They then set themselves to the task of establishing a “training school” for 
nurses. The first class entered in 1886, with its first class of six graduating 
in 1887. The first superintendents in the new school were, Doris Traylen, 
Katherine Lett, and Florence Hutcheson—all graduates of Bellevue Hospital 
School of Nursing. It was Miss Lett who in 1889 set up this schedule of 
pay for St. Luke’s graduates, $3.00 per day or $20.00 a week for general 
medical or surgical care, and $25.00 per week for contagious disease cases. 

Harriet E. Fulmer, class of 1895 was the founder and Ist President of 
the St. Luke’s Alumnae Association. The purposes of the association was 
to unite the graduates for their mutual help and protection, to advance the 
standing and best interests of the nursing profession, to advance the in- 
terests of the School and establish a fund for the benefit of the sick, These 
noble commitments continued until 1961, when two great associations merged 
forming the Alumni Association of Presbyterian-St. Luke’s po School 
of Nursing. ; 

PRESBYTERIAN HOSPITAL CITY OF CHICAGO, founded 1883— 
opened to patients in August 1884. The purpose of the hospital was to 
provide surgical and medical aid, and nursing, to sick and disabled persons 
of every creed, nationality and color. 

For most of the first twenty years, the nursing service in the hospital 
was furnished by the Illinois Training School for Nurses which also pro- 
vided nursing service to Cook County Hospital. There were two sporadic 
attempts to establish a school at Presbyterian Hospital during that period. 
The service provided by Illinois Training School was terminated in 1903, 
due to enlargement of both hospitals and daily increasing demands of the 
medical staffs. 

The School of Nursing of Presbyterian Hospital, City of Chicago, was 
established in 1903. It was in continuous operation until 1956, when a new 
school was established due to the merger of Presbyterian Hospital ae St. 
Luke’s Hospital. 

Miss Helena McMillan was appointed in 1903 to head the Nursing 
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service and establish its school. Under her direction the school continued 
to develop and perfect its course of instruction, to prepare fully qualified 
students in order to meet the nursing demands of the community. 


Rush Medical College also served an important place in the history of 
the Presbyterian School of Nursing with many members of the Rush faculty 
teaching in the school during their active years of 1903 to 1940. 


The Alumnae Association School of Nursing of Presbyterian Hospital 
City of Chicago was organized in 1906 and continued until 1961 when they 
merged with St. Luke’s Alumnae and became the Alumni Association of 
Presbyterian St. Luke’s Hospital School of Nursing. 


Prior to the consolidation in 1956 of the Presbyterian School founded 
in 1903, and the St. Luke’s School, founded in 1886, a combined total of 
6080 + nurses had been prepared for their profession. 


PRESBYTERIAN-ST. LUKE’S HOSPITAL, established in 1956 by the 
‘merger of two great institutions, Presbyterian Hospital and St. Luke’s Hos- 
pital of Chicago. The purpose to combine and consolidate the talents and 
energies of two institutions into one medical center which could better serve 
the needs of community and the city of Chicago. 


At the same time 1956, the Presbyterian-St. Luke’s School of Nursing 
was formed by the merging of the St. Luke’s School of Nursing and the 
School of Nursing of Presbyterian Hospital. Miss Edith D. Payne, Director 
of St. Luke’s Hospital School of Nursing at time of the merger became the 
Director of the newly organized school. The first class of the merged schools 
was graduated in 1960, the last class to graduate was in 1968, when the 
Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Hospital School of Nursing discontinued its program. 
At that time 7221 professional nurses had completed training. 


The Alumni Association of Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Hospital School of 
Nursing was incorporated in 1961, in order to perpetuate the goals and 
promote the professional and educational advancement of nursing, to unite 
the graduates of Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Hospital School of Nursing, School 
of Nursing of the Presbyterian Hospital and St. Luke’s Hospital School of 
Nursing, for mutual assistance protection and preservation of fellowship; to 
support the interests of the Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Hospital School of 
Nursing. 

Rush Medical College, chartered in 1837—1940, was reactivated in 1971 
at the Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Medical Center. In the fall of 1975 the medical 
complex was officially named Rush Presbyterian St. Luke’s Medical Center. 
The Center is comprised of the Rush Medical College, the Rush College of 
Nursing, the Rush College of Allied Sciences, the Rush Graduate and Re- 
search Center, Presbyterian St. Luke’s Hospital and other institutes.

Job Description of a Bedside Nurse 
in an American Hospital, 1887 


In addition to caring for 50 patients, each bedside nurse will follow 


these regulations: 


a. 


Daily sweep and mop the floors of your ward, dust the patients’ furni- 


ture and window sills. 


Maintain an even temperature in your ward by bringing in a scuttle of 


coal for the day’s business. 


Light is important to observe the patient’s condition. Therefore, each 
day fill kerosene lamps, clean chimneys, and trim wicks. Wash the win- 


dows once a week. 


The nurse’s notes are important in aiding the physician’s work. Make 
your pens carefully. You may whittle nibs to your individual taste. 


Each nurse on day duty will report every day at 7 a.m. and leave at 
8 p.m. except on the Sabbath on which you will be off from 12 noon 
to 2 p.m. 


Graduate nurses in good standing with the Director of Nurses will be 
given an evening off each week for courting purposes, or two evenings 


a week if you go to church regularly. 


Each nurse should lay. aside from each pay day a goodly sum of her 
earnings for her benefits in her~ declining years, so that she will not 
become a burden. For example, if you earn $30.00 a month, you should 
set aside $15.00. 


Any nurse who smokes, uses liquor in any form, gets her hair done at 
a beauty shop, or frequents dance halls will give the Director of Nurses 
good reason to suspect her worth, intentions and integrity. 


The nurse who performs her labors, serves her patients and doctors 
faithfully and without fault for a period of five years will be given an 
increase by the hospital administration of five cents a day, providing 
there are no hospital debts that are outstanding.

All my activities have continued even in the face of inflation. There 
are not as many babies as there used to be since the maternal death rate 
is much lower. Milk is still not available in Babimbi so the care of these 
motherless babies is the most important thing I do. 


The rehabilitation of the polio children continues. So much transporta- 
tion has been involved. Research with the children has been continued, 
primarily with sickle cell anemia and _ nutrition. 


How grateful we are for the Toyota Land Cruiser. We are on the road 
almost constantly. It is impossible to even begin to hold all the clinics the 
villages beg for and need. When circumstances demand that we drive through 
a village without stopping, I dread to do it by daylight. 


The schools are a big problem. Inflation has made private primary 
schools impossible to support. The one upon whom rests the transfer of 
the schools to the government is dragging his feet. 


Life in Babimbi (Cameroun, Africa) has never been very predictable, 
but these last two years have been unusually unpredictable. It requires a 
little patience, but I’ve learned that having put all my ways into His hands, 
it will always turn out well, and usually better than the original plans. It 
arouses my curiosity as to how it is all going to turn out. May you, too, 
know that special rejoicing that comes from living surrounded by His will.
